If before Tuesday a solution to 
the council crisis is not found and 
Germany meantime withdraws her 
demand that she alone be admitted 
to council membership at this ses- 
sion, the entire matter, would be 
taken up for discussion before the 
entire assembly.; 


In the event 
Germany Instead 
withdraws her applications for ad- 
mission to the league, the council 
members would address the assem- 
bly Tuesday to explain to the world 
the efforts made by them for con- 
ciliation. 


End Apparently Reached. 


The council's decision to tonvoke 
the assembly Tuesday for Germany's 
election to the League of Nations 
regardless of whether the council 
crisis has been solved or not, means 
that the Locarno group has reached 
the end.of conciliation and now is 
determined to use. more drastic 
measures. 


It is planned that the assembly 
shall elect Germany to member- 
ship and immediately thereafter 
create for her a permanent council 
seat. Then, if Germany should with- 
draw from the league because Po- 
land or some, other were to enter 
the council wit hher, the councilors 
would undertake to prove to the 
world that the btome lies with Ger- 
many and not with them. 


Foreign 
Minister 
Stressemann 


announced to the press tonight that 
Germany • had' submitted a writtea 
declaration to the Locarno signa- 
tories suggesting the appointment 
of a commission to investigate re- 
organization of the league and es- 
pecially the council. This is inter- 
preted as meaning that Germany 
would tacitly agree that the pro- 
]~oscd commission should grant a 
non-permanent .council seat to Po- 
land. 


Would Not Shatter Peace. 
"It would be ridiculous to shatter 
European peace and the policy in- 
augurated in Locarno because of 
petty questions concerning a non- 
permanent council, seat," Sresse- 
man said.

A Possible Solution. ........ 


This would solve the problem of 


gaining a council seat for Poland.

Spain for permanent memberships 
would be referred to a commission 
lor report next Septembr. Such a 
solution is rendered possible with- 
out too great sacrifice on the part 
of the resigning nations as the as- 
se/dbly decided at its last meeting 
that all the non-peramnent mem- 
bers should be replaced.in Septem- 
ber and that thereafter the non- 
permanent seats should be filled in 
rotatlQn. 


The scheme partly meets Ger- 
many's demand that the council 
Khali not be enlarged beyond her 
own new membership on the occas- 
sion of her entry. But it also pro- 
vides that Poland, whom Germany 
cloes not want on the council, shall 
have a seat there.

VANCOUVER, B. -C., March 13.— 


(I. N. S.)—One of the greatest legal 
battles In western Canada came to 
an end here. late_ today when lines

$200,000 were 
imposed 
upon 
the Nash-Symington 
fruit 


combine by Justice D. A. McDonald 
following conviction of eight' of 
the defendants on charges of hav- 
ing conspired to defraud producers 
through secret profits, rebates and 
commissions. 
Tine combine was prosecuted by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted po- 
lice. Efforts of defense counsel to 
argue an appeal were overruled by 
the court. 
There were fifty-three defend- 
ants in the case, forty-two compan- 
ies and eleven individuals. Four in 
each class were found guilty.

Young, that should death o\ertake 
him while on one of his cruises, he 
should be buried at sea without 
communicating with or waiting in- 
structions frorn Jys family or busi- 
ness associates. 
It -was announced at the offices 


of the Sciipps-Howard newspapers 
in New York tonight that Robert I. 
Scripps, his sole surM-vmg son, had 
cabled Young to adhcie to the lai.e 
publisher's wishes. 


Lived As Near Recluse. <

through empty space. The anclente whose glories 
they sing never did any of these things, but they 
did develop the primitive talents which are still 
to be seen struggling for - expression in the 
yodllngs and crude drawings of our children. 
Because we owe the development of the human 
mind to training which it got from experimenting 
with these talents is no reason for refusing to 
make use of the abilities which that training 
gave us. Why is it believed that more pleasure 
is to be had from carving- an elephant or an ele- 
phant's tusk than is to be gotten from building 
an engine that will carry a machine through the 
air at the rate of 300 miles an hour? Or if it 
comes' to that, why Is it believed that there is 
more of an achievement of the spirit to paint 
something that looks alive than to build something 
which is alive? Music is art, painting is art, but 
art is neither music nor painting, it is much more. 
There is no real cause for worry over the pos- 
sibility of the starvation of the spirit in the midst 
of national plentitude. Whatever gives pleasure 
is pleasure. Engineers driving tunnels through 
mountains or throwing bridges across unbridged 
streams have lost just as much sleep communing 
with the muses of Inspiration as any artist of the 
classical school ever lost. 
When we discover a separate mode of living for 
each of the 5,000,000,000 individuals who inhabit the 
earth, we can begin to talk about the evils of 
standardization. In the matter of standardization 
in ways of living there has never been a time in 
the history of the world when men on the same 
economic plane did Toot live on the same standard. 
All the rich Komans had .bath tubs and used 
them. The only difference between the Romans 
and ourselves is that everybody in our country 
can have a bathtub and only a fewtRomans could 
have them. House furnishings were much alike 
then as they are now. 
The rich Romans had 
their chariots; Americans have automobiles. The 
contrasts of poverty may have" been more In- 
spiring, but the sameness of comfortable living 
is much more pleasant and, it may be ventured, 
endurable. Critics of modern life who fear for the 
creative spirit might be more valuable if they 
knew more about values.

The 
richest nation in th« world entered a titanic struggle 
for an exalted Ideal. The richest city in the' world 
las on dozens of occasions given ample evidence 
hat it is not unmoved by suffering and distress. The 
creative instinct in man has in the brief span of a 
half a century projected civilization ahead a thousand 
years and has enabled mankind to reach ,a higher 
>lane of idealism in business and in human relation- 
ships than it has ever attained before. 


THE FIRST SUNDAY NEWSPAPER. 


One hundred and one rears ago next Saturday, 


March 20, 1825, the first Sunday newspaper ever pub- 
ished in the United States -was issued from the Ton- 
,tne coffee house in New York. It was the New York 
Courier, a single sheet of four pages, fifteen Inches 
wide and twenty-two inches lo'ng. Its editor was 
William Hill, a divinity student, and its publisher 
was James G. Edwards, who, however, was actingr for 
he owners, whose names are -not definitely known. 


The only copy of the Courier known to be in exist- 


ence was recently unearthed in th'e New York state 
ibrary, though the story of its rise and fall are 
recorded in a history of New York newspapers pub- 
Ished more than half a century ago. This first "Ameri- 
can Sunday newspaper' is interesting as much for 
what it does not contain as for the contrast it affords 
with modern newspaper making. 


Of course what foreign news the paper carried was 


weeks old, for there were no Atlantic cables-at that 
time. In fact the telegraph had not been invented, the 
telephone was yet a half century in the future, and 
there were no railroads. But here are a few of the 
.hings which the reader of the present day Sunday 
newspaper gets in plenty, which the Courier fails even 
.o mention: 
Automobiles, radio, motion pictures, 


sports, real estate, society, fashion, 'schools, clubs, 
travel, ar£, music. There -was not a single illustra- 
tion, serious or otherwise, for rotrogravure, photo- 
engraving nor even chalk plates had yet been thought 
of. 


It is without doubt true that the divinity student 


who edited the Courier did the best he could, taking 
nto consideration his facilities and the training he 
lad had, but in modern ne.wspaper parlance, "he.didn't 
know news." For, buried on the third page, among 
other marine items, under a general head, was the 
biggest local story in the paper. It told that the cap- 
ain of a schooner which had just arrived from the 
south reported that when fifteen miles south of Sandy 
look he saw "a large brig ashore and .a number of 
people on the shore standing around a tent." That 
was all there was of the story that at this time would 
lave filled columns of the New York newspapers and 
kept dozens or reporters, photographers, engravers 
and others busy for hours. And it was almost in sight 
of the city. 


America has made wonderful progress since the 


day its first Sunday newspaper was issued, but in no 
ine of endeavor has that progress been more marked 
than in the newspaper field. True, modern facilities 
for the transmission of news have helped in an im- 
measurable degree and modern mechanical equipment 
has made it possible to publish a much greater volume 
of matter. But there has been just as great an im- 
jrovement in men and methods as in mechanism. In 
the olden day newspaper -work was more or less an 
avocation. 
Now it is a profession, in the hands of 


trained and skilled men and women, who take just 
as much pride In their accomplishments as does the 
physician or the jurist. A comparison of the Sunday 
newspaper of today with volume 1, number 1 of the 
New York Courier will justify this pride. 


JUSTICE HOLMES' BIRTHDAY. 


Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, son of the distin- 
ulshed American author, celebrated his eighty-fifth 
irt'^-iy last Monday. He has in his own right made 
a most Important contribution to American thought. 


For the last quarter of a century Justice Holmes 


has been a member of the United States supreme 
court. He has prepared and written a large number 
of decisions by the most important law tribunal in 
this country. With Louis Brandels, he has generally 
Deen credited with representing"'the liberal sentiment 
on the supreme bench. But in an even larger mea- 
sure than any other man he has been honored and 
respected as a firm believer in human right. He has 
been a consistent advocate of the view that the people 
have a right to make government what they want 
it, within the prescribed constitutional limitations. 


This unwavering deference -which he has shown to 


majority sentiment in the state and the nation, as 
exemplified in legislation, is best revealed in the de- 
cision which he prepared in the Oklahoma bank guar- 
antee case. In this he wrote: 


"It may be said in a general way that the police 
power extends to all the great public needs. It may 
to put forth in the aid of what is sanctioned by • 
usage, or held by the prevailing morality, or strong 
and preponderant opinion, to be greatly and immedi- 
ately necessary to the public welfare. Among matters 
of that sort p/obably few would doubt that both 
usage and preponderant opinion give their sanctions 
to enforcing the primary conditions of successful 
commerce." 


Justice Holmes hasi lived a busy, fruitful life. He 


has served twenty-four years on the supreme bench 
of the United States. Previous to that he was chief 
justice of the Massachusetts supreme court. Prior 
to that he served as a lawyer, a teacher of law, and 
die author of the splendid book on common law. He 
served his country in its hour of need in the Civil 
war and fell wounded in the breast in the desperate 
fighting at Fredericksburg. 
Today in outlook--and 


sympathies he is the young man of yesterday, a great 
stu<Jen£.and lawyer. He is one of the fine figures in 
American life today.

Arthur G. Rich, son of a wealthy Battle Creek, Mich., 


manufacturer, starts serving a life sentence in the 
penitentiary of that state after conviction of crimi- 
nally assaulting Louise King, a student nurse, last 
May.

The case presents a phase of life which has not been 


infrequent in recent years. But the defense •which 
Rich's lawyers sought to inject in' an earlier hearing 
of the case was most unusual and because of that fact 
the decision of widespread importance. 


The jury which heard Rich's case first, and which 


disagreed, was urged to liberate him on the ground 
that Miss King had provoked the attack by the flimsy. 
clothing which she wore. It was brought out in-the 
evidence that she wore a skirt no shorter than thous- 
ands of others which might be 'seen on the streets 
of any city in the United States, rolled stockings, and 
the customary undergarments. If Misa King's dress 
might be pointed to as' a justification for a cowardly 
and dastardly attack by a drink-inflamed youth; the 
same might be said of thousands and thousands of 
other women and girls in this country. 


It la a matter of gratification that the second jury 


which heard Rich's case gave no weight to such a 
damnable doctrine. 


There may be individual instances, where the styles 


of women's dress today violate the sense of modesty 
and decency and good taste, but they are the extreme 
and represent the exception. As a matter of fact tho 
American woman is clothing herself more healthfully 
and more, sensibly. She has emancipated herself from 
the prejudice and Ignorance which a man-made con- 
vention Imposed upon her. J3lnce young- Rich could 
not successfully deny the charge he attacked Mls» 
King1, he deserved to go "to the penitentiary. Dress 
had nothing; to do, with his CAM.

Proper Care of Car.

To Protect Batt«ri*«.

stubbornly clutches other handsfuL 
It dazzles, and we are charmed. We 
do not see-the things we are losing. 
It enchants us, and we do not 
Know that we are being deprived. 
As it brings modernity, it 
takes 


away picturesqueness 
and 
early 


charm. 


"We can not escape. \Ve do not 


want to escape. Somehow, though, 
we know We have been too ruth- 
less in ridding ourselves 
of tho 


past. Often we know too late that 
our carelessness 
has 
destroyed 


what we can never bring back. 


Too glad were we m -writing 


"finish" for a historical chapter in 
the state's life to see the 
great 


blots that lay between the covers, 
too eager were we in reading tho 
bright sheets of the unknown book 
.to realize that x we could never 
rewrite the blotted pages. 


Herds of red and yellow cattle, 
white sheep like great blossoms 
against the green fields, brown and 
polka-dotted swine today wander 
in the same "glades that bison and 
elk used to roam. 


Tall spires rise far above the 
little pointed tips of tepees, steel 
rails have straightened out the cov- 
ered wagon marks, 
and paved 
streets have forever laid the dust 
of the roads down which the sway- 
ing stages rumbled, and domestic 
cattle live In peace on acres whero 
not so many years ago the branch - 
ing horns of elks were outlined 
against the sunset sky and buf- 
falo herds stampeded in wild aban- 
don as the Red men charged upon 
them.Means a Loss to State. 


With their going, and with the 
lessening of so many other kinds 
of wild animals, the state has lost 
some of its native charm. With -so 
many of them clinging only to the 
borders, and with some gone for- 
ever from the wild life, the state 
has advanced materially a step, 
but it has failed to keep its .first 
rigorous beauty. 


Of course, it might be inconven- 
ient to have a herd of buffalo try 
to push itself into the garage, and 
a large number of elk might easily 
destroy the smoothness of 6 o'clock 
traffic 
regulations. 
Likewise, 
a 
mountain lion might appear quite 
formidable curled upon the mat at 
the front door and a bear is most 
congenial when at case in the zoo. 


But the west has been shoved a 
little farther toward the horizon 
•and the pioneer day& have become 
a little more misty since the big- 
pest of our wild life, life that once 
roamed over all parts of the state 
has become es-tluct in its native 
-state ,and much of tho other is 
gradually growing less. 


Less than seventy years ago, the 
plains were 
covered, with 
hu"je 
herds of buffalo and elk in large 
bands ulayed about in tha central 
and 
-western 
portions. Antelope 
were a common sight in nearly all 
parts of the state, even to within a 
comparatively short distance of the 
eastern border. 
Wild horses in 
their mad. brave beauty now and 
again galloped across the plains 
and in the'north and west moun- 
tain sheep leaped from crag to crag. 


Virginia 
deer and mule 
deer 
were present in large numbers in 
the .wooded country. 
Along the 
heavily brushed areas of small 
streams, in the tall grasses of the 
sand 
hills, and 
in other rough 
places whera hiding spots were 
numerous, immense bands of deer 
weie always found. Coyotes, a. few 
mountain lions, a few bear, foxes, 
wolves were also' found. 
The 
smaller fur bearing animals were 
found in numbers. 
Nebraska Congenial to Wild Life. 


Nebiaska was peculiarly adapted 
to wild life, because of its varia- 
tions in altitude, its 
topography, 
and Its climate. The, southeastern 
portion of Nebraska is only about 
800 feet above sea level and the 
western border has an altitude of 
nearly 6000 feet. The state is di- 
vided into timbered, prairie and 
plains regions, 
with a. chain 
of 


* mountains to the west and a river 
on tho eastern boundary. 


Kven as late as 1872, wild animals 
wera frequently seen, in Lincoln, 
and "one might meet a deer on the 
street. 


Deer, wolves, and other wild ani- 
mals, were captured 
within 
the 
town ot Lincoln in'1872, and Lin- 
coln was a game and fur market for 
a number of years after ttaat, ac- 
cording to a history of the time. 
Simon Benadom was the wholesale 
fur and game merchant of Lincoln 
and of the surrounding territory, a 
rather extensive section, and he 
killed fully fifty deer on the present 
site of Lincoln during the 
few 
years after he came here, which 
was in 1888. At that period, «the 
deer flourished in the brush and tall 
grass of the Salt creek bottom. He 
also shot twenty-one wolves within, 
the district* 'of- Lincoln .as they 
were forty years ago. 


Mr. Benadom carried on bis trade 


from 18S3 until about 1879. About 
1870 to 1*72. he bought furs to the 
value of $20,000 a season, and the 
b"e»t of the pelts he took to >Jcw 
Tork for sale. Others he disposed 
of In Chicago and in other markets. 
During the winter of 187J and 1874, 
Mr. 
Benadom 
bought 
prairie 
chicken and quail, sending 16,000 of 
each to the cast within two months. 


Only the Small Life Remains. 
The climate, the topography, and 
the altitude of the country have 
not changed. But, today. bl*on and 
elk are only In captivity, deer are 
rery few In number, bear* «• •»•

the fur bearing animals, the small 
wild life, remain in any numbers. 


Somehow, to think of Nebraska 
and its wild game is to think of 
the buffalo, or the American bison, 
but more than a generation hasi 
passed since it was exterminated as 
a roaming animal of the plains, arrl 
a much longer time has elap.^J 
since It was ,fouind 
in numbort.. 
Previous to the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, buffalo was scat- 
tered 
over 
the 
entire 
plains 
region to the number of millions. 
Beg:nn mg with the '60s, the ani- 
mals were killed in gradually in- 
rreas'jng- numbers and a systematic 
extermination was undertaken in 
the '70s and '80s,. with their final 
disappearance in the latter years.

One or two here and there in the 
parks of the state and a small 
herd in the game reservation near 
Valentwne mark about the only re- 
maining buffalo in Nebraska. 


Antelope, according to Dr. George 
E. Condra of the Nebraska conser- 
vation and soil survey, are found 


in Box Butte, Kimball, Garden, 
Cheyenne, 
Merrill, 
and 
Banner 


counties in groups of two, three, 
pnd tour, which move about and are 
quite widely scattered. These ani- 
mals, once prolific in all parts of 
the state, have stationary bands of 
fifteen to 
twenty-five 
in Sioux 


county, and a drove of twenty-six 
was reported the 
other day from 
Broadwater, in Morrill county. 


A Few Hunted Antelope Found. 
The mam stand of the antelope 
is fifteen or twenty miles west of 
Hemingford. The band m Garden 
county, of ten or fifteen antelope, 


is in the vicinity of Crescent lake, 
thirty-five or forty miles southeast 
of Alliance. A drove of fifty or sixty 
is frequently seen northeast of Lake 
Minltare. The rest are in the ex- 
treme west part of the state, where 
they shift back and forth across the 
Nebraska-Wyoming border. 
The deer population is limited to 
two main areas, 
one 
about ten 
miles northwest of Crawford in the 


Pine Ridge country, a hilly, moun- 
tainous, wooded area. They spend 
a good share of the 
time in the 
timzer reserve, and last year, eigh- 
tv-lwo deer were there 
" Another group is located in the 
forest reserve 
west 
of 
Halsey. 
•nhere there are fifty-two deer this 
year. The first of these deer orig- 
inally came from a large band on 
the Dismal river, where there were

1200, fifteen years ago. The trees 
and protection of the-reserve form 
a good habitat, and they aws in- 
creasing in number there, while de- 
creasing elsewhere. The reserve is 
not fenced, and every year a buck 
and several does wander away, to 
met certain death. If the reserve 
were fenced, the number of deer 
would increase to 1,000, according 
to Dr Condra, who says that there 
are only 130 or 140 wild deer re- 
maining in Nebraska.

One huindred years ago, elk were 
abundant in Nebraska, and 
they 
were seen not infrequently at a 
much later date. Not a wild ona 
remains today andthe only herd in 
captivity is at the game preserve 
east of Valentine. 


A man on a geological survey 
along the Tellowstone river 
once 
remarked to a Mr. Buckingham, a 
famous grizzly bear hunter at one 
time, that he had never seen such 
numbers of elk, that they were 
quite as numerous as cattle. Mr. 
Buckingham replied that the best 
day's elk hunt he ev er had was in 
Nebraska, along: the Dismal river. 


Not a Foxy Country. 


The 
brig-ht-eyed little foxes- 
some say that there are two kindi 
—are found from Omaha south to 
and beyond Rulo, along the heavily 
wooded lands of the Missouril. Ac- 
cording to Frank B. O'Connell, 
state game warden, a very few 
foxes, the little red ones, may be 
found along the Niobrara. but that 
the most of the country is too open 
for them. 


Coyotes are found in all parts of . 
Nebraska, 
and 
though 
farmers 


often object to their presence, they 
are not withhout their worth, a» 
they keep the jack rabbits down. 
The gray wolves are seen but oc- 
casionally, generally in tho north 
and west, coming from South Da- 
kota probably. Bobcats are com- 
mon in the north and west part of 
the state, in tho Pine Ridge coun- 
try, the Wild Cat ridge country 
and along the Niobrara. 
They 
flourish "particularly on branch 
streams, according to Mr. O'Con- 
nell, where they can run Into tha 
hills and the heaviest underbrush. 


Mountain lions flourished 
year* ' 


ago in the Wild Cat and Pine Ridge 
areas, as well as mountain sheep, 
but the latter has been extinct 
since the '70s. Neither the lion« 
nor the sheep were ever plentiful 
In very early days beara were found 
along the Niobrara anU a few in 
the Wild Cat region. 


Beavers, until three years ago, 
were common, because of the con- 
tinued closed season on thm. 
At 


one time, they could be found In all 
the streams, but wanton trapping 
lessened the numbers greatly. 


Trapping a Real Induttry. 


Then the continued closed season 
was declared. 
Three years ago. 
farmers appeared before the legis- 
lature, declaring that the beavera 
wero becoming 
too destructive. 
While there is no open season on. 
this busy little animal now, per- 
mission can ba obtained from the 
fish and game department to kill 
them. They increased in numbers 
during the closed years, but they 
have again been freely killed in tha 
last three yars .and it is probable 
that the state has not more than 
one-twentieth of the beavers It had 
three years ago. During the year 
that they could not be t rapped, 
their greatest increase was along 
the Niobrara and the upper part of 
the Loup. 


Badgers are common in at least 
one-half of the state, principally in 
the central 
and west 
counties. 


Mink is commonly found, but it is 
an enemy to poultry and particu- 
larly to muskrats, so that It Is more* 
of a detriment than an aid. Rac- 
coons are found in the sand hills, 
and 
are valued for their pelts., 
Muskrats, th main fur bearing ani- 
mals -of the state, 
arc 
found 
throughout the water courses and 
lake districts of Nebraska, living 
in largest numbers 
about 
tha 
marshes and lakes of the Band hills. 
Civet cats and skunks, which rank 
next in value to muskrats, 
are 


found In timber and brush land. 
The 'possum is found in Nebraska 
only on the wooded eastern bor- 
der and for short distances along 
the'courses of the Platte ami-other 
Missouri river tributaries. 


Trapping does not sound HJce/a 
Nebraska industry, but tha annual 
return from pelts in ihe state is 
$2,000.000. 
Nebraska has 
S80 li- 


censed fur dealers. 


Porcupines will be extinct before 


long, and that will not be a great 
calamity. Occasionally they 
are 
seen in Sioux and Dawcs county, 
and a couple have wandered 
Into 
the Halsey reserve, where they wtn 
promptly killed.,

Not the littlest bone remains in 
modest retieat when they are 
through with you out there, not a 
corpuscle, but what is found and 
brought, to -view, not a heart beat 
but what tells its deadly secret to 
some divining apparatus or other 
If they just had a truth-telling 
machine, you couldn't even 
have 
one tmv, deep, dark thought in pri- 
vate. As it is, the microscop'es and 
hts and 
cylinders tell enough 
truths for yoifcand for me. 
Do you breathe enough oxygen— 
or don't you? 
Probably you don't care, just so 
Providence doesn't 
decide to do 
away with all the present supply. 
But 
they do care 
out at St. 
Elizabeth's hospital, and they'll find 
out if vou K'\ o h"m half n chance 


The vaso-metabolism test for in- 
ward goitre depends on the amount 
of oxygen used in the system. You 
lie down on a nice white bed, clamp 
a clothes pinlike arrangement on 
jour nose, and breath through a 


couple of tubes.1 The oxygen is 
placed in a tank and as you breath. 
the amount is recorded on a. chart 
on a rotating cylinder. If you don't 
breath enough — well, that's another 
story. 
The weather bureau plays its role 
in that test, too. Allowance^ hare 
to be made for the barometric pres- 
sure, at which time the w. b. be- 
comes useful, and for the tempera- 
ture within the oxygen tank. 
Examining One's Inwards, 


A most elaborate arrangement is 
in the euscope. A powerful light is 
turned on the. slide on a mtscros- 
cope, and the slide, many 
times 
magnified, is reflected on to the 
euscope — which looks like the old 
postal card 
holder that used to 
have the honoE spot on the parlor 
table— by means of a prism. 
This 
same slide can be further reflected 
a mfieh'ne 
thru it can be 
used as illustration before a class 
of -nurses. 


If vou've added a safety pin 
or 
a tack or two to the daily diet, out 
comes the X-ra.y Not only do the 


plates reveal the hiding spot of the 
odd articles of diet, but they do 
show up with startling clarity all

They 
were holding the bones In place un- 
til they had knitted.

mfny places around Lincoln, said 
Dr. Welch, which are beautiful, in- 
teresting and easily accessible for 
camping or hikes, weekends or 
summer outings.

Of course there is always a de^ 
mand for original rstories . for the 
screen, but the-director- naturally 
prefers the published story or the 
produced play for his' picture be- 
cause-of the advertising value, and 
also because sucn stories are usu- 
ally worked5 out with mote detailed 
characterization, than the amateur 


About the best way of "breaking 
in" with a screen story is .to first 
get it published in a magazine. 
They are all thoroughly read and 
combed for everything that is suit- 
able for the ucreen. Write the type 
of story that is suitable for , the 
screen when you are writing It for 
a magazine. The ideal length for 
the screen is a novelette. : A short 
story usually doesn't hold enough 
material and a novel.is often too 
long. -A novelette is usually from, 
twenty to fifty thousand words in 
length. 
. • 
Unless you can get a personal in- 
troduction to the scenario editor of 
the studio the only way to "submit a 
manuscrip for he screen is by mail 
to the editor. In any event it is al- 
ways read first by several readers 
arid does not reacti his desk unless 
it seems to have rnerit and in un- 
usual enough to make it a good 
screen production. 
The story must have a striking, 
situation, 
or 
an 
unusual and 
striking' character 
to 
awaken 
'the interest of the editor. It must 
be natural ' end not 
forced. The 
characters must act like human be- 
ings and not like automatons. 
It's not all easy for an unknown 
writer or an- amateur tb get the at- 
tention of the editor with his ma- 
terial unless it is very much out of 
the ordinary. 
I know of a man who was quite 
well known as a short story writer, 
who was ambitious to become a 
scenario writer. He went to Los 
Angeles and secured work on the' 
desk of one of the'hig dailies while 
he "peppered" the studios with his 
scenarios. It was more than two 
years before he had an opportunity 
to market any.of his -wares, but his 
persistence finally was forwarded, 
and he is now on the scenario staff

walls and a roof, planned only as a 
necessary protection for collars and 
gloves and overalls Rather H Is a 
building with a purpose, designed 
especially lor th£ needs of this par- 
ticular business, arranged to show 
its stocks to best advantage. 


E. a. Schaumberg of the firm of 


Meginnis 
and 
Schaumberg, 
the 
architects, visited drygoods houses 
St. Joseph, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
and Peorla before making any plan • 
for the Ridnour building Ftum each 
house he chose the best points, and 
adapted them to the needs of the 
local concern. Because of the care 
taken in its design, ll.e new Rid- 
nour building is the most modern 
drygoods house in the middle ^est. 


The building is a daylight struc- 


ture, with a very modem note add- 
ed 
through the Jarge 
windows, 


which make three 
sides 
of 
the 


building almost entirely of glass. 
Sun and light pour 
in through 


these glassed areas, making- dusky 
corners almost unknown and arti- 


ficial illumination but an occasion- 
al necessity. 


Cost $175,000. 


Erected at a cost of $175,000, the 


building is of reinforced concrete 
and steel construction, with brick 
face. Wholly fireproof,

In November, 191S, a new' whole- 


sale house, a men's and women's 
furnishings and notion 
business, 


\\-as opened in ,Llncola. The con- 
cern was located In a modest little 
building, 25 by 132 feet in size, at 
Seventh and O streets. 
A dozen years later, to the very 
month, that same tirm, which had 
become an established and veil 
known wholesale house, with many 
lines that the first business did not 
carry, started construction of a new 
three-story structure, 
with four 
tunes the floor space that earliest 
building had. At the same time 
plans were made to add a new line, 
which would make the concern 
unique in Lincoln. 
The firm is the J.- C. Ridnour 
company, which in the nearly thir- 
teen years of its existence has be- 
come a leading wholesale distribu- 
tor of men's and women s furnish- 
ing goods and notions and which 
now has added a line of piece goods, 
making the 
company the 
first 
wholesale drygoods house in Lin- 
coln. The firm has been in its new 
location at Eighth and P streets for 
ten days, but this week marks the 
formal opening of the new build- 


Constant Growth. 
Between those two milestones of 
company history lies a. story cf con- 
stant growth and increasing respect 
on the part of retail merchants and 
buyers, both in Lincoln and in a far 
flung territory. 
The J. C. Ridnour company, or- 
ganized by J. C. Ridnour and his 
brother, H. V. Ridnour, remained in 
its location at Seventh 
and O 
streets until 1917. Because of the 
addition of new departments and of 
an increased business, the company 
was forced to move into larger 
ciuarteis. 
The "Woods brothers building at 


719 P street was purchased, which 
had double the capacity of the old 
building. This structure provided a 
floor space of 50 by 142. 
Since it has made a definite place 
for itself as the best kmown fur- 
nishing e;ood* house in the middle 
west and because of its peculiarly 
suitable location in this territory 
it was decided last Way to add 
piece goods to the line of furnish- 
ings and to enter the wholesale dry 
goods business. Until the Ridnour 
company displayed its stock, Lin- 
coln had no wholesale dry goods 
house, a business foi which con- 
certed effort had been made in the 
city for a quaiter of a century. At 
this same time, the business was 
i-porpranized and reincorporated at 
?750,000. 
As the old building had become' 
inadequate for the furnishings and 
notions and because it was entire-

proods, a ninety-nine year lease was 
laken on the property at 809-821 P 
street and the erection of a new 
building begun in November. This

Asserts Addition Makes City 


Complete Jobbing Center 


For Merchants. 


'For the last twenty-five years of 
its business growth, Lincoln and its 
business men and the chamber of 
commerce have recognized the need 
of a -wholesale drygoods house Itere, 
but until the present 
conditions 


ha%-e made it impossible to open 
such an establishment. 
With the 
opening: of the new wholesale dry- 
goods department at the J. C. .Rid- 
nour company, Lincoln has at last 
achieved a well rounded jobbing 
center, able to serve retailers in the 
state and in other states in an ef- 
ficient and complete manner. 
"Lincoln has been recognized as 
a jobbing town for fifty years," 
said W. S. Whitten, secretary of 
the chamber of commerce in com- 
menting on the latest development 
in Lincoln business. 
"Lincoln needs a wholesale dry- 
goods house 
because we 'cannot 
have a market here without a well 
rounded market to attract the gen- 
eral merchant.

At one 
time we had ?300,000 subscribed for

"In the development of the J. C

more value than had we brought in 
a new set of men. They might be 
well informed on wholesale dry 
goods, but they.would be strangers 
to the trade.

"Conditions here are most fav- 
orable for such an enterprise. Ne- 
braska is in better condition than 
any other state in the corn belt, 
and Lincoln jobbers and manufac- 
turers are on the eve of a greater 
development than this market has 
ever known. 


"Last year, the corn crop was 
short, but tho price was high, mak- 
ing the average somewhat above 
normal, which is. favorable to trade 
growth in this territory.

An entrance unit corresponds to 


two points accepted in the past, it 
indicates the work of five recita- 
tions a week of 40 to 50 minut"s 
each, for at least thirty-six weeks. 
In laboratory courses without i e- 
citations, a unit is the equivalent of 
fifteen single periods each week. 
Follows Many Precedents. 


In adopting the unit system, the
